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Green Gully parted company with 
David Winton last Thursday and 
have appointed Peter Ollerton as 
senior coach, with Paul Harris as his 
assistant, for the remainder of the 
2009 Season.

But it was 
a good result and you’ve got to start from 
somewhere. I’m just grateful that we won.

ith four different clubhouses and four 
WVreestes in its 30-year history, Marib- 

yrnong is a club of seasoned movers. 
Now they are preparing for their next big move - 
back up to Division 2. 

The club began life as the Bosna Melbourne 
Cultural and Sporting Society in Kensington and 
maintained a solid record in the first twenty-five 
years of competition. 

The period from 1995 to 2000 was particularly 
successful as they won a playoff series against 
Whittlesea and gained promotion to State North- 
West Division 2. 


Initial struggles after promotion turned to 
relegation in 2003 — the first time this had hap- 
pened in the club’s history — but two years later 
Maribyrnong had a superb season and gained 
promotion back to Division 2. 

Last year saw many star players moving to 
other clubs, decimating the senior side. Subse- 
quently, the club was relegated back to Division 
3 but new coach Joe Spoljar is determined to get 
back on track. 

“Sometimes we only had four players at train- 
ing. Now it is more like forty. We have good sup- 
port but we need to develop our youngsters and 


grow. We are good enough to go up again.” 

One of these promising youngsters is 18 
year-old goal-keeper Samir Ekic, according to 
Spoljar. He also mentions Musovic Dnkac, who 
along with prolific goal-scorer Edin Ahnetovic 
has helped turn the club around in the past two 
years. 

In addition to fostering talent, the club has 
also signed more experience like former Heath- 
erton player Arin Mesinovic. The core of the side 
is formed around wingers Esnaf Nuhanovic and 
Ademir Katic, captain lvan Kozic and midfielder 
Admir Kolakovic. 


Despite this being his first year at Marib- 
yrnong, Spoljar is no rookie. In a senior coach- 
ing career spanning 30 years, he has spent time 
at Fawkner, Bentleigh, Melbourne and Heidel- 
berg. 

The coaching ranks are further boosted by 
former Socceroo Eddie Krncevic. 

Krncevic says he started off on a two-week 
trial after being ‘hounded by a workmate to 
coach’. He coaches the under-14 side and says 
it was challenge initially, but the experience has 
ignited his passion for coaching. 

“| really like seeing the huge improvement 


in the players — | find it satisfying. | started off 
teaching them discipline, then basic technique 
and tactical work that they haven’t experienced 
before. |am really happy doing it, it is a really 
good atmosphere.” 

Krncevic is particularly excited about the pros- 
pects of Edin Ahmetovic. 

“This boy is really something special. | don’t 
say this lightly, but | have not seen someone 
who is as skillful and dangerous playing in Aus- 
tralia.” 

“TAhmetovic] is definitely good enough to 
play in the A-League. The only thing missing is 


having the full-time coaching and training like a 
professional would.” 

The former international player also handed 
praise to coach Spoljar, whom Krncevic says is 
doing a fantastic job and conducting well-pre- 
pared training sessions. 

With Spoljar’s smarts and Krncevic’s profes- 
sionalism, the club’s fanatical supporters will 
hope that this will be the right mix to propel 
them to new heights this season.

CHELSEA CROWNED CUP KINGS 


ENGLAND 
=i A typically superb Frank 
Lampard strike gave Chelsea 
a come-from behind victory 
over Everton as the 2009 FA Cup, billed as 
the battle of the Blues, ended in the Lon- 
doner’s favour in a pulsating encounter. 
After conceding the fastest goal in final 
history, Chelsea first equalised through a 
Didier Drogba header, and then took the lead 
to defend their FA Cup crown and farewell 
interim coach Guus Hiddink in the best pos- 
sible fashion; with England’s most illustrious 
piece of silverware. 
Predictions of a repeat of the 0-0 bore fests 
the two sides played out during the Premier 
League season were thrown out the window 
after just 27 seconds, as Louis Saha netted a 
thunderous left-foot volley from the edge of 
the area past a helpless Petr Cech. 
Saha, who had previously missed the chance 
to appear in the FA Cup final for Newcastle 
and sat out four when playing for Manchester 
United, was in an obvious hurry to put his 
previous absences to rest when he was finally 
given the chance to step out onto the Wemb- 
ley turf. 
But it was not to be Saha’s or Everton’s day, 
as Chelsea equalised through a powerful 
Drogba header after 21 minutes, the Ivorian 
expertly latching onto a Florent Malouda 
cross. 
Chelsea continued to pepper the Mersey- 
sider’s goal, with Malouda running rings 
around Tony Hibbert and Ashley Cole making 
advanced runs on the opposing goal. 
As Chelsea began to dominate chances and 
possession despite the valiant efforts of Ever- 
ton — particularly the lanky Marouane Fellaini 
— Lampard had the final say as he faked one 
way to evade a Phillip Neville tackle then un- 
leashed a powerful left-footed strike past Tim 
Howard into the top corner of the Everton net 
with 18 minutes remaining. 
Chelsea should have had a third after 
Malouda drilled a shot onto the crossbar, 
which bounced behind the line and then back 
into play, but referee Howard Webb was not 
moved, despite video replays showing the 
ball crossed the line. 
It was not needed however, as Chelsea ran 
home winners for the second season running. 
il LU the wire on the final day of the 
season on Saturday, but there 
was to be no surprise ending as leaders 
Bordeaux ground out an all-important 1-0 
victory over Caen to lift their first Ligue 1 
title in 10 years. 
Needing just a point to secure the champi- 
onship, Bordeaux were aware that if they 
suffered defeat at the hands of Caen, second- 
placed Marseille had the chance to pip them 
of first place on goal difference. 
Marseille thumped Stade Rennes 4-0 to give 
themselves an outside chance, but unfortu- 
nately for Les Phocéens, despite overtaking

them in the goal difference stakes, Bordeaux 
picked up the vital points needed in a cagey 
match against Caen. 

Ironically it was former Caen player Toan 
Gouffran who scored the decisive goal for 
Bordeaux, to hand the Aquitaine side their 
sixth French championship. 

It would have been a bittersweet moment for 
Gouffran, as his strike handed Bordeaux an 
historic victory, but consigned his former club 
to relegation and second division football 
next season. 

Bordeaux fans would have been tearing their 
hair out throughout the first half as the vital 
goal proved elusive, but they only had to wait 
four minutes into the second half for Gouf- 
fran to head home a Benoit Tremoulinas cross 
to settle the nerves, as the side held on for a 
momentous victory. 

Champions in 1999, Bordeaux is one of only 
four clubs to have lifted the Ligue | title 

in the past 10 years, with Monaco (2000), 
Nantes (2001) and Olympique Lyon (seven 
times) the only sides to recorded league titles. 
Lyon had won seven previous titles from 
2002-2008 but Bordeaux’s 2009 title triumph 
has indicated a power shift away from Les 
Gones who had dominated the French league 
for almost a decade. 

To indicate this shift of dominance, Lyon 
ended their season third, nine points behind 
Bordeaux after recording a dour 0-0 draw at 
Toulouse. 

Aiming for their eight consecutive title this 
season, Lyon will have to settle for Champi- 
ons League qualifying round place instead. 
Toulouse and Lille, who finished fourth and 
fifth, respectively, earned qualification into 
the Europa League, while eight-time cham- 
pions Nantes plummeted to a nadir in their 
illustrious history as they were relegated to 
Ligue 2 despite a 2-1 home win against Aux- 
erre on the final day. 

Nantes will join Caen and bottom-placed Le 


Havre in the second tier, as RC Lens, Mont- 
pellier and Boulogne-sur-Mer will ply their 
trade in Ligue | after gaining promotion.

favourite Nacho Novo was 
all that Rangers required to 
secure a 1-0 victory over Falkirk in the 
Scottish Cup final at Hampden Park. 

With the scores locked at 0-0 at the break, 
Ranger’s manager Walter Smith threw Novo 
into the fray, and only 29 seconds after the 
re-start the Spaniard collected a Sasa Papac 
throw, then unleashed an unstoppable 40-yard 
volley into the Falkirk net. 

Falkirk had several chances to equalise or 
even win the match, hitting the woodwork 
and having a goal disallowed for offside, but 
the Cup final underdog were unable to record 
their first Cup triumph since 1957. 

Ranger’s second trophy in two weeks, the 
Glasgow giant recorded a League and Cup 
double, similar to their League and League 
Cup double in 2005. 

That was year that Novo joined Rangers as 
his 25 goals helped them on their way to two 
pieces of silverware. 

Although Novo has struggled to find the 
form of his opening season with the Gers, the 
diminutive striker’s ninth goal of the season 
made the difference against Falkirk to end the 
recent dominance of cross-town rivals Celtic 
in the Scottish trophy stakes. 

Celtic had won the past three Scottish Pre- 
mier League titles, and beat Rangers 2-0 in 
the Scottish League Cup earlier this season, 
however, the Gers will surely be content with 
their achievements this season, despite miss- 
ing out on the treble. 

Rangers cut Celtic’s overall lead of most 
Scottish Cups to one, with the Hoops sitting 
on 34 and the Gers on 33 victories apiece. 

But the scintillating strike was enough to

Villarreal will be joined in the Europa League 
by sixth-placed Valencia, who defeated visit- 
ing Athletic Bilbao 2-0, courtesy of a David 
Villa double.

LONDON CALLING 


SETTLING THE LA LIGA V EPL DEBATE 


At last | can Say it. La Liga is the best 
league in Europe. 

It is something I’ve thought for 
many years but due to the myth of 
English dominance in Europe, | have 
had to put my views on the back 
burner. No longer. First off let’s look 
at the evidence to suggest the EPL is 
the best/strongest league in Europe, 
if not the world. 


Their record in Europe 

There is no doubt over the past few years 
that if you want to win the European Cup 
you have to do so through an English 
team. Apart from Barca on Wednesday, 
AC Milan beat Liverpool in 2007 and 
Barca repeated their feat of beating Eng- 
lish opposition in the final of 2006. 

But does losing in the final really make 
English teams the benchmark for success? 
No it does not. Yes, they have consistently 
reached the finals over the last five years 
but the real benchmark is winning the thing, 
something which only Liverpool and Man- 
chester United have managed in those five 
years of consecutive finals. 

In essence the English dominance in Eu- 
rope is a bit of a myth. The real dominance 
was in the late 70s and early 80s when 
English clubs won 6 European cups in a 
row (Liverpool 3, Nottingham Forest 2, and 
Aston Villa 1). 

The changes to implemented in 1992-93 
to make the UCL 32 teams has made it hard 
for that sort of dominance to be replicated, 
especially winning back to back titles, as 
there is too much competition, too many 
great clubs in Europe, even those that don’t 
win their national league are in with a 
chance of winning the UCL. 

Of course getting to the final is no mean 
feat but to suggest this means English teams 
are dominant is to forget that winning the 
big prize is all that matters. When you 
consider though that between 1999 (when 
Manchester United won) and 2005 (when 
Liverpool won) English teams did not have 
one finalist, then you can argue that the last 
five years does mark a changing shift in 
fortunes for the EPL, but only as the second 
best league in Europe, surpassing Italy. 


Which league is stronger? 
It was once said that La Liga could not be 
the strongest league in the world because 
there are only 2 clubs with a chance of 
winning it, Real Madrid and Barcelona. 
Whilst it is true these clubs are in a league 
of their own the same can be said for the 
EPL. Next season can we realistically ex- 
pect a title challenge from anyone that isn’t 
named Chelsea, Liverpool or Manchester 
United? 


Does that mean the strongest leagues have 
the most title challengers? That notion is 
absurd. In that case you could argue that 
Germany was the strongest league this year 
because of its close title race. Then again 
they haven’t won a European trophy since 
2001 (Bayern Munich in the UCL) because 
though the clubs they have are similar in 
strength they are weak when compared to 
the very best in Europe. 

The true measure of which league is best 
is depth. I judge a league by not only its 
strongest clubs but it’s weakest. The fact 
that the top four in England are regular 
quarter finalists in the UCL does not give 
anyone the right to claim the EPL as “the 
best league in the world” when quite clearly 
all the other teams are mediocre at best. 
Take them out of the EPL and what do you 
have? A league no stronger than Germany. 
The most damning indictment of the EPL’s 
strength in depth is that even when a team 
like Arsenal have a mediocre season they 
can finish 4th at a canter. 

This isn’t the fault of the EPL. It has come 
about simply because of the UEFA Cham- 
pions League. Essentially, most leagues 
are made up of 4 or 5 tiers depending on 
the size of the league and the teams in that 
league. Usually the tiers can be classified 
in terms of ambition and next year I expect 
they will be as follows: 


1) Title Challengers 
Manchester United, Liverpool, Chelsea 


2) Challengers for a place in the UCL 


Arsenal, Aston Villa, Everton 


3) Challengers for a UEFA Europa League 
place 

Tottenham Hotspur, Manchester City, 
Fulham 


4) Mid Table Finish 
West Ham and Portsmouth 


5) Avoiding relegation 

Stoke City, Wigan Athletic, Bolton Wan- 
derers, Hull City, Blackburn, Sunderland, 
Burnley, Wolverhampton Wanderers and 
Birmingham City. 


There will always be a food chain in 
football. Big clubs will have a different 
agenda to smaller clubs. Part of what makes 
a league the best in the world is having the 
depth to sustain clubs in the upper three 
tiers. The idea is that the more clubs prepare 
to challenge for European spots the stronger 
the league. It doesn’t always work that way, 
Germany is an example. 

It is perhaps a very subjective matter but it 
can be argued that in England there are but 
eight clubs that will next season be fighting 
it out in the top three tiers whereas for the 
other twelve their ambitions squarely lie in 
avoiding the trapdoor of relegation or being 
mid table. 

Think about that for a moment. Nearly 
half the teams in the English Premier 
League have no ambition other than to 
remain there. To be fair much of this is 
down to the food chain favouring the big- 
gest clubs, leaving the smaller ones with 


no choice but to fight to preserve the status 
quo. 

The correlation is simple. Clubs from 
small towns invariably have lower expecta- 
tions and goals than big city clubs. 

So does La Liga have more clubs from big 
cities? Is this what makes La Liga stronger 
than the EPL? No, the stats are about the 
same. 


What makes La Liga Better 


Then? 


Simply put one reason is the style of foot- 
ball. Anyone who watches La Liga cannot 
help be captivated by the attacking pass 
and move football played by its teams. 
You just don’t see tier 4 and 5 teams (Osa- 
suna, Getafe, Malaga, et al) give the ball 
away as much as the tier 4 and 5 clubs in 
England. 

I guess this is because in macho Eng- 
land we have traditionally valued physical 
strength, speed and work rate over technical 
ability. Maybe this is in part is due to the 
temperate climate in Spain (which could be 
argued is more conducive to playing pos- 
session football). But is that really a valid 
excuse? 

Manchester and London are hardly the 
Costa Del Sol but Arsenal and Manchester 
United play attacking football based on 
keeping possession (the UCL final except- 
ed!). It all comes down to tradition and, to 
an extent, the mentality of the smaller teams 
in England. Their goal is to become a team 
that is “hard to beat” meaning they don’t 
play the type of passing football you get in 
La Liga because it can lead to mistakes. 

Another thing that makes La Liga better 
is the recent record of its teams in Europe. 
Mid-ranking teams like Espanyol and 
Sevilla reached the UEFA Cup final in 2007. 

English teams haven’t fared so well with 
only Arsenal reaching a UEFA Cup final in 
2003. 

But where Spanish teams really beat their 
English counterparts is in the UCL. In the 
last 8 years the records show English domi- 
nance to be the stuff of myth. 


Here is a breakdown of the nations that 
have won the UCL in the last 10 years. 
Spain - 4 (Barcelona 2 and Real Madrid 2) 
England — 2 (Manchester United and 
Liverpool) 

Italy — 2 (AC Milan 2) 

Portugal — 1 (FC Porto) 

Germany — 1 (FC Bayern) 


So in losing to FC Barcelona on Wednes- 
day in Rome Manchester United not only 
relinquished their European crown, they 
relinquished English supremacy in Europe.

And so the Premier League is finally 
over. Manchester United are the 
champs, the top four are still the 

top four, Everton and Villa continue 
to impress, and two of last seasons 
promoted sides, Hull and Stoke, have 
stayed up. However the main story 
to come out of the last Sunday’s full 
schedule of games is that Newcastle 
United, one of the biggest clubs in 
the top flight, have been relegated. 
But where did it all go wrong for the 
Toon? 

It could have all been so different. Had the 
Magpies not conceded against Villa, or had 
they equalised, or had they simply earned 
one more point during the season, they 
would have stayed up. As it was, Newcastle, 
along with Hull, West Brom, Middlesbrough 
and Sunderland, stumbled their way over the 
finishing line, and it just so happened that the 
team in black and white were the unfortunate 
ones who were in the bottom three come 
the final whistle. But exactly whose fault 
is it that one of the biggest, and best sup- 
ported, clubs in England is now a member 
of the Championship, and will be travelling 
to Scunthorpe’s Glanford Park stadium next 
season rather than Old Trafford or the Emir- 
ates? 

Well to be honest if you were to list every- 
thing which this club has done wrong in the 
last few years you’d have something which 
would probably stretch from Newcastle to 
Sydney, such has been the mismanagement 
of the club. From bad transfer signings, to 
strange manoeuvrings behind the scenes 
from the owners, to simply not being good 
enough on the pitch; this drop has been on 
the cards for the Toon for quite a while. 

If I were to look at factors in the last few 
years which directly led to Newcastle’s fall 
from grace, it would have to begin with the 
appointment, and later sacking, of Sam Al- 
lardyce as manager of the club. After a very 
successful term at Bolton, Big Sam seemed 
to be a great acquisition for a club like New- 
castle, as he would be able to bring the best 
out of the players they had, and introduce 
new signings to bring Newcastle back into 
European contention. However it did not 
quite go as well as expected at the beginning, 
and soon Allardyce was under pressure from 
the fans, mainly due to the lack of exciting 
attacking football as well as the absence of 
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any good results. But the actual problem 
here was not that Allardyce was performing 
a little under par, the problem actually came 
when Mike Ashley, the Toon owner, decided 
to bow to fan pressure and fire Big Sam. 
Now as I have pointed out, Allardyce was 
not making Newcastle a great club, but he 
only had eight months at the club before he 
was fired. The Newcastle fans, who not for 
the first time aired their opinions very public- 
ly, forced Mike Ashley to sack Big Sam, and 


Newcastle have been on a slippery slope ever 


since. And this is one of Newcastle’s big- 
gest problems, that although the fans love the 
club and support it well, they are way too de- 
manding on their owners and their managers, 
and they have very unrealistic expectations 
of what their club can achieve. Big Sam had 
no time to bed in both himself and his play- 
ers, and as a result the club, from then until 
now, was in turmoil. Had the fans and Mike 
Ashley given Allardyce more time, the Toon 
would still be in the Premier League, much 
like Blackburn Rovers, who are managed by, 
yes you guessed it, Sam Allardyce. 

And which great manager did Ashley 
bring in to turn Newcastle into a top Premier 
League side, none other that Kevin Keegan. 
Names like Harry Redknapp and Gerrard 
Houllier had been bandied about, but instead 
Ashley went for a man who had been out of 
football for nearly three years, and whose 
management style had often promised much 
but delivered very little. Again, the Toon 
Army, as the clubs fans are known, showed 
their misguided loyalty to a man who had 
once brought them a near title winning team 
and exciting attack-minded football over a 
proven manager who would stabilise the club 
a lot better than Keegan ever had. 

Unsurprisingly to many, although it was 
probably a shock for most of the Toon Army, 
Keegan was a failure. He did avoid relega- 
tion in 2008, but his brand of attacking 
football simply did not work as it had done 
a decade ago. At the beginning of this sea- 
son, the fans believed that Keegan was still 
the right man for the job, but in my opinion 
had he not left he would have been found 
out, and Newcastle would still have been 
relegated. However, this fact is clouded in 
the Magpies fans eyes, as they believe that 
Dennis Wise, who had been brought in by 
Ashley to be a Director of Football, was at 
fault for any bad results they earned under

Allan Shearer looked the part but left 
it late. 


Keegan. Also, because Keegan, their hero, 
left because of Ashley bringing in Wise, the 
Toon Army felt that the whole Newcastle 
board, including Wise and Ashley, deserved 
to be sacked. With fans ruling the club as 
they often do at Newcastle, there is no won- 
der that relegation was on the cards from the 
beginning of the season. 

Ashley then brought in Joe Kinnear, a man 
who had not managed since 2004, and a 
man who nobody thought of as being a great 
manager. Despite an okay beginning, Kin- 
near’s Newcastle began to drop down the 
table much as Keegan’s had done, and again 
the club was heading for the drop. That 
being said, Kinnear did not do a terrible job, 
and perhaps had he not had to resign due to 
ill health, he may have had enough to keep 
Newcastle up. As it was, Kinnear left with 
the Toon low down in the league, and with 
the players and the fans fearing the worst. 

Ashley made one last effort to garner 
public support, and to save Newcastle from 
the drop by bringing in the true saviour of 
the black and white’s, Alan Shearer. What 
better way to avoid relegation with a poor 
team than to bring in a man who had never 
managed before, and who didn’t want the job 
earlier in the season when Newcastle were 
in a much better position. As I expected, 
Shearer did nothing at Newcastle, and they 
were deservedly relegated last week. And 
to make matters worse, it looks like the fans 
want Shearer, a man who brought them a win

and two draws in eight games, that is five 
points out of a possible twenty four. That 
sounds like the kind of manager I’d want at 
my club. 

Now the fans will also bemoan the players 
and their lack of performance, but lets face it 
if there is no stability in the boardrooms, and 
a constant switching of management, then 
there is simply no way a team can overcome 
the problems they face on the pitch because 
of the problems off the pitch. Also, the fans 
have to take their share of the blame, as it 
was the Toon Army which forced Allardyce 
out, a man who has since kept Blackburn in 
the Premier League, and then they happily 
accepted the appointment of Keegan, Kin- 
near and Shearer, all three of which were 
probably a mistake. 

As I and several other people have sug- 
gested, relegation has been knocking at the 
Magpies door for a while now. The players 
aren’t good enough, the managers aren’t 
good enough, and the owner simple has no 
backbone and has bowed to the unfair pres- 
sure of the fans. And there is no guarantee 
that Newcastle will be able to make a return 
to the top flight any time soon, as they will 
have to unload many of their better players to 
keep financially afloat. Then again, Shearer 
could prove to actually be the saviour that 
the Toon Army have always told us he is, and 
they could come right back up next season. 
Unlike their famous shirts, the future for this 
club is in no way written in black and white.

Before the first of the bushfire 
appeal games between a Football 
Federation Victoria Premier League 
select and Melbourne Victory at 
Olympic Park on 12 May there was 
a curtain-raiser between a Victorian 
Legends team and a Victory All- 
Stars select, or was it the other way 
round? 

No matter! Among the venerable talent 
on display was the kenspeckle figure of 
‘Brooksy’, David Brooks, the Music Man 
himself. Times were when no Victorian 
Soccer Federation annual Gold Medal 
night was complete without David and his 
mates and their topical satirical songs and 
good humour. Anyway there was Dave, re- 
living his youth, spurring his team on with 
lung bursting runs from the back and fully 
entering into the spirit of the occasion. 
Biting his tongue when his immaculately 
delivered pass was raffled by a less-skilled 
colleague or when his ghosting into space 
was not met by a return ball. It was all for 
a good cause, and the big man could never 
resist that. 

He was not a bad player though he does 
not figure in the Ozfootball database or the 
Australian Football Hall of Fame. He was 
born in Bury in Lancashire in 1953 and 
was recruited by Ringwood City Wilhelm- 
ina in February 1981. After three years 
there, he had stints at Box Hill, Caulfield 
City, where he also coached for two years 
and then he was at Doncaster Rovers, 
Richmond and Nunawading City where he 
also coached. In 1988 he and a group of his 
mates, and he had a legion of them, started 
up the Music Men. It began as a bit of a 
joke, but then became seriously funny. 

The originals were a highly talented 
bunch of footballers and they gradu- 
ally learned their lines and how to sing, 
roughly in tune. They were Sean Lane of

Juventus, Martin Woodall and Paul Harris, 
both VSF Gold Medallists, Philip Griffin, 
Joe Carroll, who starred with JUST, Dean 
Hennessey, Peter Cocker, from Sunshine 
George Cross, Joe Sweeney and Mick 
Hanley, from Box Hill, who died after a 
heart attack, tragically very young. With a 
half decent keeper they would have made a 
formidable football team, though whether 
they would have pulled together as well as 
they eventually did on stage might be the 
question.

He is guaranteed to get the audience going 
at any function. Collingwood’s Eddie 
McGuire noted that after one performance 
‘The Club has been overwhelmed by the 
positive feedback from supporters, spon- 
sors, players and the media alike.’
